For  the  past  eighteen  months,  CCC 
qonpanios  under  the  direction  of  tho  Bur- 
eau of  Plant  Quarantine  of  tho  Department 
of  agriculture  have  boon  working  to  erad- 
icate tlp.s  post  from  tho  forests  of  Conn- 
ecticut, Vermont  and  Massachusetts  and  to 
prevent  its  invsion  ,of  timberod  areas  in 
othor  statos* 

"Statistical  reports  forwarded  to  ny 
offico  by  tho  Bureau  of  Plant  Quarantine 
show  the  results  of  tho  gipsy  moth  camp- 
aign", said  Mr*  Fochnor.  "Moro  th^n  250, 
000  acres  of  woodland  wore  covered  by  no- 
nbers  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps 
in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Vermont 
in  tho  control  of  tho  pest*  ’Fork  records 
of  the  units  s,ssignod  to  this  project 
show  that  up  to  .vpril  25,  1034,  CCC  non 
had* 

"Examined  and  romeved  inf ostations 
fror;  629,000  trees. 

''Destroyed  154,000  egg  clustors  by 
snoaring  thorn  with  blackened,  crooscto 
applied  with  long-handled  brushos* 

"Scoutod  i\  total  of  1,440  milos  of 
road  and  dostroyod  inf ostations  on  over- 
hanging trees  in  order  that  caterpillars 
would  not  fail  on  passing  vehicles  and 
bo  carried  to  other  countios  and  Statos. 

"Sptttod  and  destroyed  some  453  bad- 
ly infested  trees.
